Dec 28th-30th - Another storm system brought periods of heavy snow to northern Utah, with 

light snow across central and southern portions of Utah. The storm also brought a bitterly cold 
air mass as it pushed to the southwest. Strong downslope winds developed during the evening 

hours on the 29th across the Wasatch Front, lasting late into the night of the 30th. The 
strongest winds were across Davis, Weber, and portions of Salt Lake County. The winds toppled 

a couple of semi tractor trailers on I-15 and the Legacy Parkway in Centerville and Farmington 
respectively. A 3 to 4 foot diameter tree was uprooted in the southeast portion of Salt Lake City. 
There was also fairly widespread damage to road signs and fences mainly in Davis County. And 

finally, heavy lake-effect snow was a factor near the Great Salt Lake in Tooele county, where 

slick roads and low visibility led to multiple car accidents on Interstate 80.

Dec 6th -  Salt Lake City tied their record high temperature topping out at 58 (58/1987).

Dec 21st - Record 24-hour daily rainfall was recorded at Alta 2.10 (1.51/1981), Alpine 

1.72 (0.81/2010), Provo BYU 1.11 (1.10/1916) and Utah Test Range 0.11 (0.05/2006).  

Dec 30th - Record low maximum temperatures were set at Alta 10 (13/2010), Duchesne 9 

(9/2012) and Price 18 (25/1993).  

Dec 8th - Record high maximum temperatures were set at Provo BYU 59 (59/1993) and Utah 

Test Range 53 (48/1993). 

Dec 12th - Record high maximum temperatures were set at Provo BYU 66 (60/1929), Salt 

Lake City 63 (61/1995), Spanish Fork 66 (62/1929), Tooele 63 (58/1995) and Utah Test Range 

60 (58/1995). Salt Lake City also set a record high minimum with a low of 49 (48/1929). 

Dec 21st - Record high maximum temperatures were reported at Capitol Reef 56 (53/1969) 

and Utah Test Range 51 (43/1999). Record high minimums were set at Provo BYU  37 

(37/1996) and Utah Test Range 33 (29/2000). 

Dec 22nd - Seven locations set record high minimums, Duchesne 35 (31/1921), Escalante 45 

(38/2010), Fillmore 40 (38/1980), Randolph 31 (27/1893), Price 33 (29/1969), Utah Test 

Range 37 (33/2005) and Evanston, WY 30 (29/1980). 

Dec 22nd - Record 24-hour daily rainfall fell at Manti 0.70 (0.38/1924) and Spanish Fork 

0.79 (0.45/1921).  

Dec 31st - Record low maximum temperatures were reported at Bullfrog 23 (28/1967), Cedar 

City 17 (18/2010) and Milford 14 (15/1915).
